Policy and Lincoln-Douglas debaters traveled nationally, competing against teams 
and individuals from states around the country. They had to strike a compromise 
between speed reading their arguments and sounding passionate enough to be able to 
persuade the judge in their favor. Debaters in both Policy and Lincoln-Douglas managed 
to receive several bids to the Tournament of Champions, while also winning the 
prestigious Michigan Juniors round-robin and the Bronx Science round-robin. In April, the 
team competed one last time, in the Tournament of Champions against the nation's 
other strongest opponents. “Debate has given me a great community to be a part of for 
the last four years,” Kevin Lu, a senior, said. “| have made many life long friends and met 
lots of people who have diverse backgrounds and experiences.” 

When separating this debate team from the rest of the country there was one 
distinct characteristic: cohesion.

When 
incorporating solo ideas with the rhythm section 
accompaniment, the soloist should be able to dance between 
the beat provided by the bass and drums while allowing for a 
selection of responses from the rest of the accompaniment,” 
Boruta said.
